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REMARKS 

This Application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Interview Summary 
mailed March 15, 2005. At the time of the Interview Summary mailed March 15, 2005, 
Claims 7-22, 24-26, and 28-29 were pending in this Application. 

Interview Summary 

Applicants appreciate Examiner Woo taking the time to discuss the instant application 
with Applicants' attorney of record, Bruce W. Slayden II, during a telephonic interview on 
March 10, 2005. Claims 7 and 29 were discussed, and an agreement with respect to the 
Claims was reached. It was agreed that newly-proposed Claims 29 will be cancelled and 
Applicants will submit a terminal disclaimer to overcome the obviousness-type double 
patenting rejections over U.S. Patent 6,340,360 issued to Mark B. Lyles et al. Examiner has 
entered the after- final amendment filed February 15, 2005. 

Therefore, as agreed, Applicants cancel Claim 29 and submit a Terminal Disclaimer, 
along with a check in the amount of $65.00, required under 37 C.F.R. 1.20(d) for small 
entity, in order to place the instant application in condition for allowance.
